SENATE JOINT RESOLUTIONS

SJR 2 Bettencourt/ Kolkhorst/ et al.

Proposing a constitutional amendment authorizing the legislature to provide for the reduction of the
amount of a limitation on the total amount of ad valorem taxes that may be imposed for general
elementary and secondary public school purposes on the residence homestead of a person who is elderly
or disabled to reflect any statutory reduction from the preceding tax year in the maximum compressed
rate of the maintenance and operations taxes imposed for those purposes on the homestead.

SIR3 Huffman/ et al.

Proposing a constitutional amendment requiring a judge or magistrate to impose the least restrictive
conditions of bail that may be necessary and authorizing the denial of bail under some circumstances to a
person accused of a violent or sexual offense or of continuous trafficking of persons.

Proposing a constitutional amendment relating to the determination of a quorum of the senate or house
of representatives.

Relating to a one-time supplemental payment of benefits under the Teacher Retirement System of Texas.

SB 8 Bettencourt/ et al.

Relating to the authority of a person who acquires a residence homestead to receive an ad valorem tax
exemption for the homestead in the year in which the property is acquired and to the protection of school
districts against the resulting loss in revenue.

SB 12 Bettencourt/ Kolkhorst/ et al.

Relating to the reduction of the amount of a limitation on the total amount of ad valorem taxes that may
be imposed by a school district on the residence homestead of an individual who is elderly or disabled to
reflect any reduction from the preceding tax year in the district's maximum compressed rate and to the
protection of school districts against the resulting loss in local revenue.
